last of the fountain? 


THE leader of Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council has 
said there is a possibility 
the water fountain in the 
town centre could never 
be switched back on. 

The fountain in the Market 
Square was turned off on August 
14 after tests showed traces of le- 
gionella in the water. 

At a full council meeting this 
week, Councillor David Mack¬ 
intosh said a number of options 
were being considered to try to 
prevent the problem from hap¬ 
pening again. 

Councillor Mackintosh said: 
“We are looking at possibly 
making a structural change to 
the fountain or one option may 
be that it is never switched on 
again. 

“It is unlikely to be switched 
on again this year and we will 
have to investigate all options 
before April when it is usually 
switched back on.” 

Councillor Mackintosh said 
he was investigating why he was 
not immediately told by officers 
that the fountain was switched 
off. 

The Market Square fountain 
was switched off last month af¬ 
ter routine testing discovered 
higher than normal levels of le- 
gionella and other bacteria, in¬ 
cluding very low levels of e-coli. 

The water fountain was built 
in 2010 at a cost of £98,000. 



Public quizzed 
on statue sale 

NORTHAMPTON Borough 
Council has agreed to carry out a 
consultation to ensure there is no 
major public objection to the sale 
of an Egyptian statue, estimated 
to be worth £2 million. 

At a full council meeting last 
night, a motion was agreed that 
the views of the public will be 
sought if a decision is made to 
sell the statue of Sekhemka. 

It is proposed that the money 
from the sale of the statue be 
used to improve Delapre Abbey. 

But a petition has been set up 
by The Friends of Northamp¬ 
ton Museums and Art Gallery 
against the sale of the statue. 

Gill Lindsay, spokesman for 
the group, has said the North¬ 
ampton museums could lose 
their accredited status if the 
statue was sold. 

Phone hacking 
probe arrest 

A PRISON officer from North¬ 
ampton was questioned on 
Tuesday by detectives investigat¬ 
ing alleged corrupt payments to 
public officials. 

The man was arrested at his 
home on suspicion of conspiracy 
to corrupt and misconduct in a 
public office. 

He was the 44th person to be 
arrested as part of the inquiry, 
called Operation Elveden, which 
is being run alongside investiga¬ 
tions into phone hacking and 
other alleged privacy breaches. 

The arrestwas a result of 
information passed to police by 
News Corporation’s management 
standards committee, Scotland 
Yard said.

Skatepark 'age limit' 
plan to be discussed 


A meeting will be held to discuss 
the possibility of introducing an 
age limit for users of Northamp¬ 
ton's new skatepark. 

The Skatepark Action Group, which 
campaigned to have the £250,000 Rad- 
lands Plaze skatepark built at Midsum¬ 
mer Meadow, off Bedford Road, will 
meet members of Northampton Borough 
Council to talk about issues that have 
been raised. 

A meeting will take place later this 
month, on a date yet to be confirmed, and 
it will be discussed whether or not age 
restrictions should be imposed on users. 

Chair of the action group, Kevin 
Charles, said: “Some users have asked 


that there should be an age restriction 
due to pre-schoolers using what are noth¬ 
ing more than toys at the park. 

“I am not speaking as the voice of the 
skatepark here, but I think it is about 
ability rather than age. The park is a 
dangerous sports arena and parents 
have got to take responsibility for their 
own children.” 

Around 170 people have been involved 
in a discussion about the proposed age 
restriction on the action group’s Face- 
book site and Mr Charles said the feed¬ 
back was split 50/50. 

BMX riders, scooter users, rollerblad- 
ers and skateboarders of all ages cur¬ 
rently use the free park, which has been 
open since July. 


One mum, Helen Lopez, from Kis- 
lingbury, who takes her two children, 
six-year-old Abigail and eight-year-old 
Harvey, to the park, said older children 
seemed to be considerate to the younger 
ones. 

She added: “I think the park is a good 
place and I don’t think we should inter¬ 
fere with it.” 

Rob Copp, aged 42, from Hunsbury, 
who takes his 11-year-old son, Kyle, to 
the park, said: “I think parents have got 
to be responsible for their own children.” 

A spokesman for Northampton Bor¬ 
ough Council said: “We are due to meet 
the Skatepark Action Group in the next 
few weeks and will be happy to discuss 
any issues they wish to raise.” 


Arsons attacks fall on bins and cars 



Bin and wheelie bin fires have plummeted 


The number of car and wheelie 
bin fires in Northamptonshire 
has plummeted in recent years, 
new figures have revealed. 

Campaigns run by the Ar¬ 
son Task Force have seen the 
number of abandoned cars set 
on fire fall from 570 in 2002-03 
to five last year, and the number 
of bin fires drop by around 60 
per cent in the last three years. 

The fall in car fires has been 
put down to the success of 
ELVIS - the End of Life Vehicle 
Impound Scheme - which speeds 
up the process of removing 
abandoned cars and processing 
them for salvage. 

In 2002-03 there were 4,992 
abandoned vehicles recovered 
at a cost of more than £470,000, 
and 570 were involved in arson. 
In 2010-11 there were just 12 
cars involved in arson, which 
fell to five in 2011-12. 

Work to crack down on wheel¬ 
ie bin fires has intensified since 
2007, when Wellingborough tod¬ 
dler Callum Bland died after a 
bin fire was started outside his 
home. 

County wide, there were just 


36 wheelie bin fires in 2011-12, 
compared with 148 in 2009-10. 
And in Northampton just four 
fires were recorded, compared 
with 44 in 2009-10. 

The figures were presented to 
a scrutiny committee meeting in 
August. 

Arson Task Force officer 
Shaun Johnson said: “We would 
like to thank people who have 
responded in such a positive wa 
to the safety messages we have 
been pushing for the past few 
years. 

“In striving to make North¬ 
amptonshire a safer place to live 
and work, we are very mind¬ 
ful that we cannot sit back and 
think the job is nearly done, 
quite the opposite. It requires a 
constant 100 per cent effort.” 

Speaking about bin fires, col¬ 
league Mick Rodden added: “Af¬ 
ter the initiatives we started 
in 2009, fires were down 30 per 
cent the following year, and four 
months ago it was about 60 per 
cent. People are aware of the 
dangers and that they are as le¬ 
thal as any weapon.”

Bid to cut court cases 


A scheme intended to cut 
down the number of court 
hearings to save taxpayers' 
money is being introduced 
at Northampton Crown 
Court. 

The early guilty plea scheme, 
which was trialed in Liverpool, 
was launched this week. 

It is intended to short-circuit 
criminal prosecutions with a de¬ 
fendant receiving a third off any 
potential custodial sentence, if 
they indicate a guilty pleas as ear¬ 


ly as possible, and so cut back the 
need for case preparation, includ¬ 
ing forensics and court hearings. 

Crown prosecutors select 
which cases could be suitable by 
looking at the strength of evi¬ 
dence against defendants. 

If a case appears strong 
enough, they approach the de¬ 
fendant’s legal team to see if 
their client might plead early in 
return for a discounted sentence. 

If the two sides agree, the pros¬ 
ecution will only prepare enough 
of the evidence necessary to con¬ 


vince the defence that the case is 
strong enough to get a conviction. 

It means the CPS does not have 
to prepare cases as if they are go¬ 
ing to a full trial, which requires 
more evidence to be collated and 
served on the defence. 

Mr Justice Henriques, sitting 
in Northampton, said: “The very 
real problem is a defendant will 
want to know what is necessarily 
against him at the time of arrest. 

“I anticipate human rights leg¬ 
islation may be called into ques¬ 
tion at an early stage.”

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Footprints celebrate 


Fifty-two giant footprints 
can be seen embedded 
in the Northamptonshire 
landscape as part of an art 
project about the county's 
heritage. 

The temporary artwork, by Ste¬ 
ve Messam, involves shoe prints 
which stretch over 2km along the 
public footpath which connects 
Ecton to Earls Barton. 

The piece, known as ‘Printed’, 
is part of the countywide Global 
Footprint project which will cel¬ 
ebrate Northamptonshire’s boot 
and shoe industry 

Mr Messam said: “I wanted to 


link this piece back to the land¬ 
scape. The footpath itself links to 
the boot and shoe industry as it is 
where the people of Ecton would 
walk to work at the factories in 
Earls Barton. 

“All of the research I have put 
into this project has been fascinat¬ 
ing.” 

The shoe prints, which measure 
15m by 3m and have been etched 
directly into the ground using 
a combination of strimmers, 
lawnmowers, rakes and hoes, aim 
to reconnect the boot and shoe 
industry with its rural landscape 
and the raw materials it 
provided. 


The shoe print will gradually 
be worn away as the grass returns 
and the land is prepared for plant¬ 
ing 

Mr Messam, who lives in Cum¬ 
bria, added: “Northamptonshire’s 
boot and shoe industry is part of 
what makes the county what it is 
and it’s important to remember 
it. At the moment there are still 
people living in the county that 
remember what those days were 
like.” 

The Global Footprint project 
which has been designed by 
Northamptonshire County Coun¬ 
cil and core partners, Northamp- 
ton Museums and Art Gallery,

MP fascinated by 
progress In Iraq

A Northampton MP 
has said a visit to Iraq 
has convinced him that 
the decision to remove 
Saddam Hussein from 
power was the correct 
one. 

The Conservative MP for 
Northampton North, Michael 
Ellis, visited part of northern 
Iraq last week. 

During the trip to the 
Kurdistan region of the country, 
he met local officials and 
business leaders. 

He said: “The Kurds have 
been very badly treated for 
generations, so it was fascinating 
to see the progress they’re 
making now 

“They’ve got some 
independence from Baghdad and 
have discovered oil, so the region 
is really taking off. 

“They’re now really desperate 
for investment so they’re trying 
to encourage foreign companies 
to come in.” 

Discussing his impressions of 
the country, he added: “Even if 
they did nothing else in getting 
rid of Saddam Hussein, there are 
many people who would say the 
Iraq war could be justified just as 
a way of protecting these pepole. 

“Saddam Hussein killed tens 
of thousands of Kurds and 


seeing the country as it is now 
makes it feel it was worth getting 
rid of him, just to help these 
people.” 

Mr Ellis spent three days 
in Iraq, where temperatures 
reached 120F (48C) at their 
height. 

While he was impressed with 
how the area had developed, 
he admitted the sight of people 
living in the streets made it clear 
Iraq was still a long way behind 
western countries. 

He said: “It was a fantastic 
experience and I didn’t see any 
trouble at all while I was there, 

I think things have got a lot 


quieter. 

“But the heat was very bad, it 
was literally like a desert. And 
the roads were in a terrible state. 

“If people think we’ve got a 
problem with potholes in this 
country, they should see the 
roads over there.” 

During the late 1980s, it is 
estimated that Saddam Hussein’s 
regime killed between 50,000 and 
180,000 Kurds. It is also believed 
that in the early 1990s, a further 
20,000 to 100,000 were killed. 

Saddam was hanged on 
December 30, 2006 and was 
buried at his birthplace in Iraq 
the following day

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Repair work is 
set to start at 
'haunted' town 
centre pub 



The future is looking 
brighter for a historic 
and apparently haunted 
town centre pub 
which closed due to a 
collapsed wall. 

Contractors are set 
to start work repairing 
structural problems at The 
Old Black Lion, in Marefair, 
Northampton, during the 
next month, with a view to it 
re-opening. 

Although there is no 
timescale currently in place, 
Johann Johnson, who is 
representing the owners of 
the pub, said he was interested 
in taking it on. 

He said: “There were 
engineers there last week and 
they will be starting work in 
the next month or so to fix the 
problems. A tender has gone 
out of a project management 


team. 

“The problems are just 
structural and are due to 
the age of certain things. 
I have a couple of pubs in 
the Northampton area and 
I might consider taking it 
myself. 

“I’ve looked at it before 
when nobody else would touch 
it because of the problems. 

“But there is a lot of scope 
for improvement and a lot 
that could be done there.” 

Paranormal activity is 
said to have taken place 
in the function room and 
in an underground tunnel 
beneath the pub, while 
“Ghost Detective”, Adrian 
Perkins, refers to it on his 
website, including incidents 
of bedclothes being pulled off 
guests as they slept, voices 
in corridors and unseen dogs 
barking and scratching.

Boys work on Jamaican 
school refurbishment 


Mystery Break 

Departing Saturday 20 October 2012 


The 7th Northamp¬ 
ton Company of 
the Boys' Brigade 
raised thousands 
of pounds to fund 
building works at a 
school in Jamaica. 

Nine members of the 
group visited Jamaica 
last month to help 
carry out the refurbish- 
ments on the Exchange 
Basic School, in Ocho 
Rios. 

The school was built

Fiat's 500 citycar was one 
of the first in its segment 
to realise that not all urban 
runabouts are bought for 
purely practical reasons. 

Along with the Mini, this Italian 
town tot recognised that being 
fashionable was as important to 
many customers as being frugal. 
And fashion consciousness is at 
the heart of the mid-range ‘Colour 
Therapy’ trim level we’re looking 
at here. 

An appealing range of colours 
and some carefully chosen 
equipment features will, the UK 
importers hope, make this version 
of their enduringly popular 500 
difficult to resist. 

It’ll help that the clever 0.9-litre 
TwinAir petrol engine can be 
specified in this form and that 
buyers will be able to choose 
between fixed-top and ‘500C’ 
convertible bodystyles. 

There are no mechanical changes 
with the ‘Colour Therapy’ tweaks. 
None were needed. 


Fiat has latterly built a reputation 
for having a wide range of 
excellent powerplants, especially 
at the smaller end of the product 
portfolio. But none is more clever 
than the 0.9-litre 85bhp two cylinder 
TwinAir petrol unit that 500 buyers 
increasingly gravitate towards, 
slotting, as it does, above the more 
conventional 69bhp petrol 1.2 engine 
on offer. There’s also a 95bhp JTDm 
diesel. 

Five- or six-speed manual 
transmissions are offered and the 
500 has been designed to replicate 
the original car’s nimble feel and 
ability to put a smile on its driver’s 
face. 

Much of the underpinnings are 
based on Panda running gear, no 
bad thing as the Panda is a fun 
steer. And like the Panda, the 500 
uses simple MacPherson strut 
suspension up front and a basic 
torsion beam at the back. A few 
centimetres have been added to the 
width of the car’s track, giving it 
a foursquare appearance and Fiat 
claims that body rigidity is around 


10 per cent better than the Panda. 

All 500 models are frugal. The 
Multijet diesel version will average 
over 65mpg, with the 1.2-litre 
TwinAir petrol unit able to increase 
that to about 69mpg. 

As well as incurring zero road tax 
costs, due to its 95g/km emissions, 
the 500 TwinAir is also exempt from 
London congestion charge fees. 

It’s probably not the sort of car 
we’d recommend to those covering 
higher mileages but it works 
extremely effectively in traffic, its 
Start&Stop system making queuing 
a curiously serene experience. 

Depreciation won’t be anything 
like at Mini levels but will be much 
better than you’d expect of a Fiat 
Panda. 

Which is good news since 
insurance costs shouldn’t be much 
more expensive. Fiat’s 500 continues 
to prove immensely popular among 
fashion-conscious citycar buyers. 

The Italian brand clearly knows 
them well and feels sure that they’ll 
take to a bit of ‘Colour Therapy’. 

People who take the plunge will 


be buying into a car that’s been 
substantially improved during its 
time on the market, thanks to the 
addition of the 500C convertible 
and, perhaps most notably, the 
clever TwinAir petrol engine. 

Overall, if you’re looking for 


cheeky, cheap and practical, a Panda 
is still a slightly better car. 

If a style statement is more your 
thing, the 500 gets the vote every 
time.
